The trespass case in which James C. 


Begley, formerly editor of the Windber 
Journal, is plaintiff and the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad company defendant, is 
scheduled to come up for trial in the 
Somerset county court on June 5. Our 
readers will remember that this case 
resulted from an accident at Johns- 
town on July IS, 1900, when Mr. Beg- 
ley's child and a son of Frank Urbach 
were killed, while Mr. and Mrs. Beg- 
ley and Mr. Urbach were seriously in- 
jured.

The Corooer's Verdict. 


The coroner's jury which endeavored 


to discover the cause of the recent 
catastrophe at Mt. Dallas, after hear- 
ing the evidence of a large number of 
witnesses at Everett Thursday after- 
noon of last week, upon their solemn 
oaths, said that "Snyder Berkstresser, 
Stanton Edwards, C. A. Hollingshead 
and Clinton Kitchey were accidentally 
killed by the explosion of the boiler on 
Engine No. 16, owned by the H & B 
T. M. R. R.—the cause of explosion 
unknown by the jury." 


Most of the witnesses were railroad 


employees. Master Mechanic Charles 
YohD, of Saxton, said: ''This explosion 
was caused by excessive pressure—an 
overload of steam. It seems some one 
tampered with pop valve—hence ex- 
plosion. 1 considered the engine as 
safe as any that could be made." 


Ferdinand Edwards, of Sixton, fath- 


er of Stanton Edwards, who was killed 
by the explosion, said that his son told 
him, the evening before he went out, 
that "No. 16 would blow up some of 
these da.ys and kill a lot of men." 


A number of witnesses said that five 


of the stay-bolts 
were missing and 


that some of them were not what they 
should have been. Others testified 
that the absence of tlisse bolts would 
not materially weaken the boiler.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Having secur- 


ed the administration favor for the no- 
toriously disreputable Panama canal, 
the men who are manipulating the 
scheme to make millions by unloading 
the Panama canal upon the United 
States are now working to create pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of the Panama 
canal and against the Nicaragua canal, 
and it cannot be denied that they are 
doing it cleverly. 
Some high-priced 


brain work is being put into articles 
given to the press, under Washington 
date lines and otherwise, in which ad. 
vantage is taken to point out every- 
thing that can be called an obstacle to 
the Nicaragua canal and specious reas- 
ons are being given for changes of 
opinion among senators and represen- 
tatives who favored that route. The 
most is made of the opposition of Eng- 
land and its right to oppose the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal, ex- 
cept upon conditions of which it ap- 
proves. The last reason is also being 
made use of by the administration in 
an indirect way. Tips are given by 
prominent officials to the correspond- 
ents of the influential Republican pa- 
pers, hinting at the possibility of po- 
litical complication 
with 
England, 


making it necessary to abandon tbe 
idea of a canal over the Nicaragua 
route, and, of course, those hints are 
reflected more or less in the matter 
sent from Washington. As yet, neither 
the Panama press agents nor the ad- 
ministration men venture to use names 
publicly when speaking of senators and 
representatives 
who have changed 


their minds and now favor the pur- 
chase and completion of the Panama 
canal, but privately the former are not 
so discreet. 


The news of this change on the part 


of the administration toward the Nica- 
ragua canal has reached Nicaragua and 
the Nicaraguan minister to the United 
States, who had gone home on leave 
if absence, has hurried back to Wash- 
ington to do what he can for the inter- 
ests of his government. He has noti- 
fied the state department that his gov- 
ernment and that of Costa Rica regard 
the protocol they signed last year with 
Secretary Hay as committing the Unit- 
ed States to the Nicaragua route and 
barring the Panama route from consid- 
eration. That position is a strong one, 
too, but Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
haven't the pull with this administra- 
tion that England has and it may not 
help them any. If the administration 
isn't careful it will make this canal 
question one of the leading issues of 
next year's congressional campaign, as 
there are men in both the senate and 
house—they are not all Democrats 
either—who will do some talking that 
will stir the country during the next 
session of congress, if the administra- 
tion uses its influence to prevent Nica- 
ragua canal legislation, as it did at the 
'ast session. Then, it succeeded in 
keeping many quiet by putting up the 
plea that it would be a violation of 
international courtesy to stir the mat- 
ter up while England was considering 
the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
There 


will be no such plea to use next winter. 


Notwithstanding the failure of the 


experiment of placing the 
federal 


patronage of the state of South Car- 
olina at the disposal of Senator Me- 
Laurin, with the hope of building up a 
white administration party in that

Prior to that date, it is 
stated, Albert Pitcairn was, by reason ot 
insanity, incapable of contracting mar- 
riage, which insane condition of mind has 
been found by inquisition to have existed 
for four years and upward prior to the date 
of theiauuibition. The answer continues:

"It issues passes, employs influential 


lawyers and does as it likes in thf 
matter of taxation. 


"Your method of fixing railroad 


taxes is unfair and unconstitutional. 
It will be questioned in the courts. I 
appear before you not as a privatr 
citizen, but as mayor of Cleveland, 
knowing whereof I speak.and accusing 


you openly. 


"Not only do you, the county audit- 


ors, ride on railroad passes, but they 
are used by judges and state officials. 
Xo man with a railroad pass inhif 
pocket can honestly fix the taxes B 
railroad should pay. 


"Your oath of office requires you to 


assess tha value of railroad property at 
par. You assess it at 12 per cent., or 
one-ninth of its true worth. Thus you 
commit perjury. 


"Don't yon think you have flung 


away enough of the people's millions 
in these railroad charities? The city 
of Cleveland loses from 820,000 to S30,- 
000 a year through your neglect to tax 
If yon want to throw money away 
don't give it to railroads." 


This had the effect of raising the 


valuation of the road by 15 per cent. 


"The mayor had no legal authority 


to intervene," says the Pittsburg Post, 
"buthe had plenty of plain speech." 


There are those who stalk about the 
country seeking an opportunity to get 
by stealth what they are too indolent 
to earn by the sweat of their brow,and 
in one of the -largest classes will be 
found those whose love for liquor has' 
shattered all the ties which bound 
them to home and friends.

We have just been passing through 


a week of the most exciting character, 
which has shaken our financial struc- 
ture from turret to foundation stone 
It is a difficult thing to describe a pan- 
ic in Wall street. 
There are other 


representative values besides gold and 
silver; your wheat, your cotton, your 
beef and the oils that light the world 
are the real values on which the 
structure is reared, but gold and sil- 
ver, though you cannot eat or drink 
them and they afford you no shelter 
from the summer's heat or the winter's 
storm, are still the powers behind the 
throne, greater than the throne itself. 


They are the objects which all men, 


civilized or savage, worship. "Plate 
sin with gold and the strong lance of 
justice hurtless breaks; clothe it in 
rags, a pigmy straw will pierce it." 
Fortunately, the country was rich and 
prosperous, money was abundant, al- 
though locked up, and the honesty of 
those who controlled our banks was 
never better displayed than during 
this tremendous financial tempest, 
where honest men stood shoulder to 
shoulder braving financial disaster 
worse than death. 


The plot of wholesale ruin and rob- 


bery was artfully laid four years ago. 
A great highway of the north, which 
was built when we were seeking an 
outlet for our trade to China and Ja- 
pan, 
had sunk almost to a state of 


bankruptcy. 
It became one of that 


class of stocks which stock brokers lay 
on one side in their safes and never 
think of thereafter, except to bolster 
up some thieving scheme with these 
rotten and worthless securities.

They are the 
jackals of finance, providing the rotten 
food for animals more powerful than 
themselves, but as base and fully as 
cowardly and as mean.

made this vile scheme such a terror. 
It needed patience, courage that could 
face ruin, the same kind that is the 
capital stock of robbers who ingulf 
railroad trains in the night and mur- 
der men and women on the highway. 
Now that the danger is past and our 
feet once more on solid financial ground 


to the thirteenth Leo, it has passed 
through an ordeal of nearly twenty 
centuries.

square miles. Over this an area of 200, 
000 square miles - is credited to China 
and Japan, while 194 000 is found in the 
Uaited States.

Bow Man? of Tbcui, With Their Meanings, 


jDol'ou Kno r? 


If you desire to have fun with a 


learnt <1 aoi)naintance. a«k him simple 
questions ,'iliout his country, its histo- 
ry, uiianii.ii condition, political divi- 
sions, geographical linos, climatology, 
topography, etc. Questions that any 
schoolboy can answer L>r. Knowall will 
stumble clumsily over, often getting a 
bad tall. There is one question that 1 
Lave never heard any one answer— 
namely. "What are the mottoes of the 
several states of the I'nion anil their 
meaning?' 
A clever man may name 


that of his own state and guess at 
those of three or four of the more im- 
portant sister states, but he is unlikely 
to know the meanings of any that are 
in the original Latin. Try some able 
professor in a crowd and see him floun- 
der. 


Ask the professor if he knows that 


the great seal of the United States was 
designed by an Englishman, Sir John 
Prestwich, who also suggested the mot- 
to, "E Plurlbus Unum?" Our ablest 
men had failed to propose anything ac- 
ceptable, Franklin, Jefferson, Adams, 
Lovell, Seott. Houston and others wast- 
ing nearly four years on the task. 
Franklin proposed Moses dividing the 
lied sea with this motto, "Rebellion to 
Tyrants Is Obedience to God;" Adams 
proposed the choice of Llercules and 
Jefferson the children of Israel in the 
wilderness. 
Doesn't it seem fnnny? 


Some of the suggested mottoes were 
"Bello vel I'ace" (For War or Peace), 
"Semper" (Forever), "Deo Favente" 
(With God's Favor), "Virtus Sola In- 
victa" (Virtue Alone Invincible), etc. 
After six years the Englishman's de- 
vice was adopted, i>nd it yet remains 
the arms of the United States. 


If the professor is familiar with the 


obverse of the great seal, ask him 
what he has to say of the reverse, and 
the chances are 100 to 1 that he can- 
not recollect the unfinished pyramid, 
tbe eye in the triangle, the glory prop- 
er, the motto over the e.ve, "Annuit 
Cceptis" (God Has Favored the Under- 
taking), and that under all, "Novus 
Ordo Seculorum" (A Xew Series of 
Ages). The obverse of the gi'ej't seal, 
with its splendid eagle, the bundle of 
arrows, the olive branch, the 13 stripes, 
the 13 stars, the glory breaking from 
the clouds and the "E Pluribus Duuin," 
Is magnificently American, but the 
pyramid, the desert, the forbidding 
Egyptian sky and the eye in the tri- 
angle on the reverse are simply bar- 
barous. 


The great seal of the Confederacy 


by a strange arbitrament of fate was 
never used. It was, made in England 
and reached Richmond about the time 
of its evacuation by the armies of the 
lost cause and the Confederate gov- 
ernment Its motto was "Deo Viudice" 
(God 
Maintains). The seal is a hand- 


some silver die abrait three Inches in 
diameter, bearing an equestrian por- 
trait of Washington (after the statue 
In 
Ricnmoud), surrounded with 
a 


wreath composed of cotton, tobacco 
sugar cane, corn, wheat and rice—the 
principal products of the Confederate 
states. It cost ic England about $000. 
with press, wafers, seal papers, wax 
silk cords, etc. It was presented to the 
state of South Carolina about 1SS7 and 
Is kept in the office of the secretary o' 
state. 


Ask the professor if he remembers 


that Minnesota, founded by Americans. 
Is the only state in tne Union that has 
a French motto. The one originally se- 
lected and ordered engraved was Latin, 
but the die was spoiled and the French 
substitute was adopted, "L'Etoile du 
Nord" (The Star of the North I. Does 
the professor recall that Montana is the 
only state with a Spanish motto? 
Strange that fur traders should have 
adopted "Oro y Plata" (Gold and Sil- 
ver). If you say that one state has a 
Greek motto, be probably will do some 
pretty hard thinking before answering 
that it Is California. "Eureka" is be 
lieved to be Greek for "I have found." 
The only Italian motto belongs to Ma- 
ryland, and it originally belonged to the 
Calvert family. "Fatti Mascbi, Parole 
Feniine" (Deeds Are Males, Words 
Females). To be a triile plainer, "Man- 
ly Deeds. Womanly Words." Ask the 
professor if he knows that Washington 
Is the only state with an Indian motto 
"Al-Ki" is pure Chinook for by and by. 
in the future or hereafter.—Exchange.

The Secret Service That One HIE System 


Maintains. 


"Probably the most perfect spotter 


system achieved by any private cor- 
poration." says S. II. Adams in Aius- 
lee's, "is that of one of the hie eastern 
railroads, tvhidi is to some extent 
modeled on tbe secret service system 
of some of the eastern governments, 
though by no means so complex. 


"So farreachiug and so direct, how- 


ever, are its lines of communication 
that tbe piesident of the organization 
is himself kept constantly informed 
of the trend of affairs and the changes 
of sentiment among tbe employees of 
every division and subdivision of the 
whole lailway system, and that with- 
out the knowledge of any other persons 
but his own special corps of clerks 
and secretaries. 


"Nobody but himself knows the en- 


tire personnel of the wonderful service 
that be has perfected. His agents are 
drawn from evei-y branch of the road's 
operating sta.fi. 
They are engineers, 


freight brakcmen, passenger trainmen, 
conductors, signalmen, yardmen, sta- 
tion agents, track walkers and even 
division officials. 
Should that road 


have a strike—and strikes are far less 
likely to occur than they were before 
tlie present system was put into op- 
eration—the president will have de- 
tailed warnings o£ it from all the 
storm ccnters_ long before the first niut- 
terings tind cautious utteiance in the 
newspapers. 


"While it also acts as a defense 


against thefts by employees, this sys- 
tem is intended primarily to prepare, 
so to speak, a diary of the disposition, 
character, working efficiency and senti- 
ments toward the road of the men who 
constitute the vast human machinery 
of the corporation. Tbe feeling which 
culminates in a geneial strike is not 
the result of one act alone, but a slow 
fxrowtb made up of rnauy grievances, 
real or fancied. 


"To keep track of the shifting mental 


attitude of liis employees is the aim of 
this railroad president. 
If a certain 


division supei intendunt has made him- 
self unpopular witb his subordinates, 
information to that effect comes 'by 
underground wire* to the central office, 
and tbe matter is taken under advise- 
ment 
If the newest fireman on the 


road attempts to stir up discontent by 
Inflammatory talk, his views 
soon 


reach the official ear. 
Every leading 


spirit iu tbe employees' organization is 
known to the president, who also 
knows whether, in case of trouble, the 
man is to be reckoned upon as a con- 
servative or a radical. 


"Sometimes tbis works out the man's 


career In a manner quite incomprehen- 
sible to him. 
For instance, Night 


Watchman Brown Is shifted without 
cause that be can fathom from one di- 
vision to another. 
How should he 


know tbat rumors of trouble in that di- 
vision have reached the presidential ear 
and that be himself, being down In the 
president's little book as a speaker of 
weight and a counselor of conserva- 
tive methods, has been shifted over to 
act as unconscious agent in checking a 
dangerous tendency? 


"Some of tbe admiring cowoi-ksrs of 


the head of this system declare that in 
two minutes' refetence to his collected 
funds of information he can unroll the 
family history of the woman who 
washes the windows of car No 41144X 
and tell whether, in her estimation, he 
himself Is an oppressor of tbe down- 
trodden or a perfect gentleman.

Bird! Without Wins* and Bird. Without 


Son«. 


Birds without wings are found in 


New Zealand aud Australia. Kiwi Is 
the name of oue bpeeits. Beautiful 
mats arc made of the feathers of the 
while variety, but it takes ten years 
and more to collect enough feathers to 
make even a small mat which would 
sell for about $150. 


Birds without song belong to Ha- 


waii. In Honolulu one sees a bird 
about tbe size of the robin, an inde- 
pendent sort of fellow, that walks 
about like a chicken, instead of hop- 
ping like a well trained bird of tbe 
United States, and It has no song. 


A bird that walks and swims, but 


does not fly. Is the penguin. No nests 
are made by penguins, but the one egg 
laid at a time by the mother is carried 
about under her absurd little wing or 
under her leg. 


The largest of flight birds is the Cali- 


fornia vulture or condor, measuring 
fromtipto tip SM> to 10 feet and exceed- 
ing considerably in size tbe true condor 
of South America. The bird lays but 
one egg each season—large, oval, ashy 
green in color and deeply pitted, so 
distinctive iu appearance tbat it can- 
not be confounded witb any other. 


The California condor is rapidly ap- 


proaching extinction and museums all 
over the world are eager to secure 
living specimens. It is believed that 
there is only one m captivity. 


Another large bird is the rhinoceros 


bird, which is about the size of a tur- 
key. One recently shot on tbe island 
of Java had in Its crop a rim from a 
small telescope and three brass but- 
tons, evidently belonging to a British 
soldier's uniform. 


A bird which is swifter than a horse 


is tbe road runner of the southwest 
Its aliases are tlie ground cuckoo, the 
lizard bird and tbe snake Killer, snakes 
being a favorite diet. 
In northern 


Mexico, western Texas and southern 
Colorado and California it is found. 
The bird measures about two feet 
from tip to tip aud is a dull browu In 
color. Its two legs are only about teu 
Inches long, but neither horses with 
tbeir four legs nor bounds nor electric 
pacing machines are in it tor swiftness 
when it comes to running. 


Host curious are the sewing or tailor 


birds of India—little yellow things not 
much larger than one's tlium. To 
escape falling a prey to snakes and 
monkeys tlie tailor bird picks up a 
dead leaf and dies up into a high tree, 
and with a liber for a thread and Its 
bill for a needle sews the leaf on to n 
green one banging from tbe tree. Tbe 
sides are sewed up, an opening being 
left at the top. Tbat a nest is swing- 
Ing in tbe tree no snake or monkey or 
even man would suspect. 


Many a regiment cannot compare t» 


perfection or movement with tlie flight 
of the curlews of Florida winging their 
way to their feeding grounds mile? 
away, all in uniform hues in unbroken 
perfection. 
The curlews are dainty 


and charming birds to see, some pink, 
some white. 


Birds in flight often lose their bear- 


Ings, being blown aside from their 
course by the wind. In this case they 
are as badly off as a mariner without 
s compass in a strange sea on a star- 
less night. 


All very young birds, by a wise pro- 


vision of nature, are entirely without 
fear until they are able to fly. The 
reason of the delayed development of 
fear is that, being unable to fly, the 
birds would struggle and 
fall from 


their nests at every noise and be killed. 
Suddenly, almost In a day, tbe birds 
develop the sense of fear, wben their 
feathers are enough grown so that 
they can fly. 


It Is always a source of wonder to 


arctic explorers to find such quantities 
of singing birds within the arctic cir- 
cle. They are abundant beyond belief. 
But the immense crop of cranberries, 
erowberries 
aud 
cloudberries 
that 


ripen in the northern swamps accounts 
for the presence of the birds. 


A stick of wood seven inches long 


and a quarter of an inch in diameter 
was once taken from a wren's oost. It 
is very singular tbat so small ancl deli- 
cate a bird should use such rough ma 
terial with which to construct its nest. 
If an eagle should use material pro- 
portioned to its size, its nest would be 
made up of fence rails and small saw 
logs. 


The 
extraordinary 
situations 
in 


which nests are found occasionally al 
most give one the impression that birds 
must be endowed with a sense of hu- 
mor. 
For instance, a wren built its 


nest upon a scarecrow, a dead sparrow 
hawk, which a farmer had bung up to 
frighten away winged ravagers of bis 
crop 
In the pocket of an old jacket 


hanging in a barn a biid, also a wren, 
made its nest, which wben discovered 
contained five eggs. 
It was a robin 


that raised a young family In a cburcli 
pew aud a robin that built its nest in 
the organ pipes of a church. Places of 
worship have always been favorit- 
kuilding places for birds.

rise from the Easter egg, which was 
thrown from one to the other of tht 
choristers in. the nave of the cburcli 
while an anthem was being sung. As 
a missed egg meant a smashed egg, the 
more durable handball was substituted. 


But the smashing of eggs continued 


as a form of outdoor sport 
Survivals 


are to be found among all Teutonic 
and Anglo-Saxon people. 
A populai 


game in England and Germany con- 
sists in hitting one egg against anoth- 
er, the egg that survives uncraeked 
winning for its owner the weaker an- 
tagonist, until an entire basket of eggf 
may have changed ownership. Anoth- 
er game Is to trundle eggs down a bill 
or slope, those which reach the bottom 
uncracked being similarly victorious 
over the others.

__ample, tbe black bass season and thai 
of pike, pickerel, pike-pereh or SnEque- 
hanna salmon, rock and calico bass 
does not open hereafter until June 15. 
Sunfish, hitherto an unprotected fish, 
has been placed among the game fishes 
and given the same open and close sea- 
son as the otl-er fishes just mentioned 
While the open season for black bass is 
delated for two weeks, the close sea 
son does not begin until February 15 
instead of December 31, as formerly 
Under the new act black ba-s may not 
be killed less than 7 inches in length 
The trout season will open, as former- 
ly, on April 15, but will not close until 
July 31, an extension of fifteen days. 
No trout may be killed less than 6 
inches in length. 


"Uader the new law, game fishes are 


clearly defined, and no device may be 
used to catch them, except rod, hook 
and line, or hand line, having not more 
than three hooks. 
Specific devices, 


some hitherto prohibited, may be used 
to catch catfish, suckers and eels at cer- 
tain or any time of the year under stip- 
ulated restrictions. 
Among them may 


be mentioned outlines, fyke nets and 
dip nets. A section of great importan ee 
forbids any person, under heavy pen- 
alty, to apply for any game fish, to be 
planted in any waters in which the 
public are not allowed to fish. An- 
other declares that wherever an owner 
applies for game fish for a stream, the 
waters thereafter shall be free to pub- 
lic fishing. The new law does not ap- 
ply to the Delaware river. 
The old 


laws, enacted concurrently by New 
Jersey and this state, are still in force. 
This is a point well worth remember-
